D.I rwin traces the tidal evolution to this 
primeval condition of things. Farther 
back is uncertainty, but he conjectures 
th.it in a very remote period a mass of 
m itter must have been violently thrown 
ofl from the earth, forming the moon. In 
thr early days of the latter, its effect on 
tin- earth's surface must liave been tre- 
nii ndous, producing tides a thousand or 
tHu thousand feet high.

The favorite food of the 
ants appears to be the larvae and pupae 
of tliose insects most destructive to the 
tender shoot; and young leaves of fruit 
trees.

THE SUPREME COURT—A FORLORN 


Hoi'E.—The brewers of Kansas appealed 
their case to the Supreme Court of that 
State and were defeated.

contest against constitutional prohibition 
in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. We are not averse to this, and 
shall bo glad of the opportunity to chron- 
icle one more verdict on the part of our 
highest legal tribunal confirming the right 
of a State to prohibit a traffic deemed 
therein inimical to the public safety and 
welfare1. 


THE GROG-SHOPS MUST BE SHUT.— 


Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, in the New York 
hidepe'itlent, in an able article, entitled 
" The Argument from Experience," says : 
" One thing, however, would seem to 


be past dispute. Somehow the sale of 
liquors must be checked. 
Something 


must be done to close the grog-shops. A 
power bold enough to be strong, and 
strong to be bold, must shut the door, 
as God shut the door for Noah which he 
could not or did not move himself. If 
moral suasion, and Christian example, 
and ov.'dical treatment, and public senti- 
ment, and the pledge, and the lled- 
Ribbon clubs, and the prayer meeting 
puff about these gaping gates like the 
breath of babies, the tornado that shall 
beat them back must come; and whether 
it come by the law or the Gospel, who 
shall be offended. 


'The power that will do the thing, 


whatev er it be, is the power that must do 
it. 
As long as eighty-five per cent, of 


our prisoners owe their incarceration to 
drunkenness; as long as there is in our 
cities one licensed place- for the sale of 
liquor to every one hundred and seventy 
iuabitunts; as long as sixty thousand 
persons a year in this country die drunk, 
or from the effects of drink, there is no 
other side te the matter. The grog-shops 
must be shut. At any cost—whether of 
public interference or private self-denial, 
whether the law goes on the statute-book 
(jr the wine comes off the dinner-table— 
by some means the grog-shops must be 
shut. He is either criminally ignorant of 
facts or criminally. indifferent to them 
who can deny this."

She is pel haps the 
only fragile woman on record of whom it 
can be said that her whole value consisted 
in her fragility; but, as her story shows, 
her fragility was the sole capital invested 
in her husbawd's business. 


In January, 1870, Mrs. Baker—then a 


single woman, as, to whose name there is 
some uncertainty—was married to Mr. 
Wheelwright, James (>. Wheelwright, of 
Worcester, Mass. Her husband married 
her on account of her well-known fragility, 
but treated her with such kindness that 
in the whole course of their married life 
he never once broke her, even by acci- 
dent. 
In February, 1870, the Wheel- 


wiights removed to Utica, New York; 
and one day Mr. Wneelwright took his 
wife to the railway station, and had her 
break her leg in a small hole in the plat- 
form. 
He at once sued the railway com- 


pany for $10,000, being the value set by 
himself on his wife's leg, and ten days af- 
terward accepted $5,000 as a compromise 
and withdrew thc suit. 


The Wheelwrights left Utica in June, 


1870, and on the following August the 
dutiful Mrs. Wheelwright, who now called 
herself Mrs. Thomas, broke her other leg 
in a hole in the platform of the railway 
station at Pittsburg. Again her husband 
sued the railway company for $15,000, 
and compromised for $0,000. The leg 
was mended successfully, and in July) 
1871, we find the Thomases, now passing 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs. Smiley) 
at Cincinnati, where Mr. Smiley, after 
long searching, discovered a piece of 
ragged and uneven sidewalk, upon which 
his wife made a point of falling and break- 
ing her right arm. 


This time the city was sued for $15,-

The official report in the Congressional 


Record of Saturday, April 14, HOC, re- 
cites that Mr. Oarfield, in the House of 
Representatives, after prayer by Chaplain 
Boynton, moved to dispense with the read- 
ing of the Journal, and said: 
"Mr. 


Speaker, I desire to move that this House 
do now adjourn. And before the vote on 
that motion is taken, I desire to say a 
few words. This day, Mr. Speaker, will 
be sadly memorable so long as this Nation 
shall endure, which God grant may be 
til! the last syllable of recorded time, 
whcu the volume of human history shall 
be sealed up and delivered to the omnipo- 
tent Judge. In all future time, on the 
recurrence of this day, I doubt not that 
the citizens of this Republic will meet in 
solemn assembly to reflect on the life 
and character of Abraham Lincoln and 
the awful tragic event of April 14, ISCo 
—an event unparalleled in the history of 
lations, certainly unparalleled in our own. 
It is eminently proper that this Mouse 
should this day place upon its records a mem 
oria! of that event." After a brief eulogy 
on the late President, and the pathetic 
allusion to the circumstance of his death, 
Mr. Garficld concluded : "It was no one 
man who killed Abraham Lincoln ; it was 
the embodied spirit of treason and slavery, 
inspired with fearful and despairing hate, 
that struck him down in the moment of 
the Nation's suprcmcst joy. 
Ah, sir, 


there arc times in the history of men and 
nations when they stand so near the veil 
that separates mortals from the immor- 
tals, time from eternity, and men from 
their God, that they can almost hear the 
beatings and feel the pulsations of the 
heart of the Infinite. Through such a 
time has this Nation passed. When '250,- 
000 bravo spirits passed from the field of 
honor through that thin veil to the pres- 
ence of God, and when at last its parting 
folds admitted the martyr President to 
the company of the dead heroes of the 
Republic, the Nation stood so near the 
veil that the whispers of God were heard 
by the children of men. Awe-stricken 
by his voice, the American people knelt 
in tearful reverence and made a solemn 
covenant with him and each other that 
tliis Nation should be saved from its ene- 
mies, that all its glories should be re- 
stored, and on the ruins of slavery and 
treason the temples of freedom and justice 
should be built and should survive for- 
ever. It remains for us, consecrated by 
that great event and under a covenant 
with God, to keep that faith to go for- 
ward in the great work until it shall be 
completed.
